offices. The. latter, on the 
whole, bave come throug 
an extremely. trying ordeal 
with remarkable — sucoses, 
of »which wo have abundant 
evidence in thi snnouel reporta 
and valuation returns which have 
been published sines the outbreak 
cf war. The two moet important 
coneequences of war sre the extra 
mortality end the depreciation in 
the value of securities: Moet of 
the reports only take us up to the 


Jend of 1915, by which time the 


fall force ef war mortality had sot 
been experienced.
